GERMANS SAY

Allies Use Strong Reserves 


As Battle For El Alamein 


Goes Into Its 5th Day

ced today that Gen. Sir Claude 
Auckinleck’s Egyptian armies 
have driven the Axis into re­ 
treat for the second successive 
day. 
A bulletin from

G.H.Q. said British troops, pressing 
the initiative, attacked Field Mar­ 
shal • Erwin Rommel’s forces in 
fierce all-day fighting in Egypt 
yesterday and “in a night attack 
drove the enemy from a strong 
point, inflicting heavy casualties." 
A Berlin dispatch to the Bassi. 
(Switzerland) newspaper, National 
Zeitung, quoted German military 
circles today aa admitting that the 
British had succeeded in bringing 
up enough reserves to take the of­ 
fensive in the Battle of Egypt. 
Hadn’t Expected Stiff Resistance 
Report* from Rome to the Ge­ 
neva Tribune said that following 
th* Axis break-through near El 
Alqmeon the Italians had not ex­ 
pected such resistance as the Brit­ 
ish were putting up. 
II Glornsle D italia said the Brit­ 
ish were hurling toto the battle all 
available armored equipment—ma 
chines repaired al Cairo and Alex­ 
andria as well as Americas "Gen.

Massive ‘Wheeling Operation’ Started 
To Overrun Path To Caucasus; 
Guns Blaze For 120 Miles

LONDON, July 6—The Germans have thrown more than 
1,000,000 troops into the Kursk offensive in a massive wheeling 
operation to overrun the approaches'to the Caucasus, a mili­ 
tary informant, not quotable by name, declared today. 
Gen. Heinz Guderian’s second tank group was said to be 
leading the drive eastward, and the Germans were reported aa 
having 1,500 first-line aircraft deployed to exploit any majoi* 
Germen success. 
The enemy already has reported establish-? 
ing a bridgehead across the Don. 
The present battle is being fought on 4 120-mile front from east 
of Orel to east of Kharkov.

Government eouroes said they 
expect this will force managements 
to standardise and possibly stabi­ 
lise, wage* to various production 
areas. 
At McNutt's direction, routers

Meanwhile, 
after Friday you can use No. 7 any time* until Aug. 22 for still another 
two pounds.

Thus It ie not going to be enough to satisfy 
either hie countrymen or himself for Mr. Churchill 
to malnUln hts government The problem is to 
maintain Great Britain despite too little, too late 
and the new handicaps officially added—“muddles 
and mismanagement’’. There must have bean a 
great deal of both In Libya. 
Americana ara not qualified to criticise 
the 
British, though they are freely doing so. In their 
first contact with the kind of war the British have 
been fighting since 1939—the incident at Pearl 
Harbor—they lost heavily. Subsequent successes in 
the Pacific have alleviated but have not compen­ 
sated for the damage done in the space of a few 
moments by their own muddling and mismanage­ 
ment. 
This does not mean that Americana shouldn’t 
discuss the war effort, but always with a view to 
improving it. Their captious criticism, based ail too 
often on nothing but eupercilious criticism of their 
ally, contributes nothing to improvement, however. 
It is in the same category with the Ill-advised com­ 
ments that Mr. Churchill points out can have only 
one effect—to weaken the efforts of those who are 
constantly trying to do better.

As individuals, they are of small Importance. Exe­ 
cuting them would offer scant satisfaction, though 
that is what probably will be their lot when ultim­ 
ately they lose their grip.

Service Doctors 


By Leaving Practices That Take 


Years To Build, Their Sacrifice 


Is Bigger Than Other Careers 


By DAMON RUNYON 


ONB of the leazt publicized, yet surely one of the 
most valuable, of all soldiers in time of war it 
the army doctor. His role lacks the romantic flourish 
of the combatants, yet without the doctor the fight­ 
ing men would be out of luck. My remarks also apply. 
of course, to the navy doctor. 
Few realize that this war calls for thousands of 
doctors. They must be men thoroughly qualified in 
their profession, which as you know takes years to 
learn. Almost any man can be made into a soldier 
or sailor with a little instruction but a doctor is de­ 
veloped only after long study and practice. 
The Irony of military or naval service to a doctor 
is the fact that he become# useful for thaA purpoee 
just as he has established himself in private practice 
and is commencing to make a living. 
Our armed forces require many medical men of ex­ 
perience and of considerable physical activity, and 
that kind are usually men who are verging upon the 
recognition and success in their chosen field to which 
their long preparation entitled them. 
NATURALLY, there are numerous young dootors in 
the service or ready to join whose careers in 
private life are merely deferred by the war and who 
from an economic standpoint may be better off on 
the service salary than they would be struggling 
for a civilian start. 
But it has been my observation that the average 
service doctor makes a greater sacrifice of opportuni­ 
ty on joining up«than the member of any other class 
of professional men. 
If the doctor has built up a good practice in a 
community he knows that the minute ha is off to 
war it will be obsorbed by a fellow practitioner who 
may be no less patriotic blit who for one reason or 
another remains behind. In most cases that practice 
is generally lost forever to the war doctor. When he 
returns he has to start all over again. 
I must ssy I have never heard a service doctor 
complain on this particular point, which is also true 
of the service dental officers whose work is closely 
allied with that of the doctors. But I have known 
many of both professions whose devotion to country 
has been at high cost to them in more ways than 
one. 


I 
N war' the doctor's service is nearly always ex­ 
tremely hazardous. In sea battle his risk is exact­ 
ly that of every other man aboard his ship, with the 
difference that he must remain calm. 
On land, he often has to preform his delicate work 
close behind the fighting lines with the wounded 
coming into the dressing station by the hundreds. 
There, too, the doctor must preserve the poise of the 
hospital operating room, must function with unfalter­ 
ing hand. 
I have seen the medicos in the field, with shells 
falling around them and confusion everywhere ex­ 
cept in their Immediate presence, and I have mar­ 
velled at their calm. I call it bravery of the highest 
type. It’e not as difficult to be brave under the im­ 
pulse of excitement as It Is when excitement is ex­ 
actly the emotion that must be restrained. I doff 
my lid to the service sawbones. 
Nowadays the demands on the service doctors are 
greeter than in any other war in history. We have 
'jumping doctor*,” who are on regular duty with the 
parachute troops, and we have army and navy de­ 
tachments that require doctors all over the globe— 
in the polar regions, in the sweltering wastes of 
north Africa, In India, Australia, Ireland and through­ 
out the Caribbean. Wherever the flag goes the ser­ 
vice doctor toast follow. 
H 
E I s the guardian of the physical well being of the 
soldier and the sailor. He is often a boy’s coun­ 
selor and guide in matters not always pertaining to 
ihe medical profession. He is the solace and comfort 
of th e-sick. He has no working hours, no union seals 
of wages. The service doctor is a great man.

This was changed when wopien began to make daisy 
chains. They hung them around their boy friends’ 
necks, Just for the heck of it. The men tore off th* 
things the moment they got away, but the ice had 
been broken. 
One thing led to another, however, and then there 
were beads. These were made of a variety of things. 
The teeth of animala, for instance. Elks* teeth some- 
times. A modern Elk with hts elk’s tooth owes every­ 
thing to the ancient custom of wearing necklaces, 
even though he now prefers to wear his necklace 
around his waist. 
Naturally, they began to Improve on the neck­ 
lace of beads, with results visible in the Illustrations 
of history books. Some of the results were the choker 
collar,-the cravat and those odd lace things held up 
by stays that every well dressed woman wore when 
the 20th century was turning. 
It was established^ in other words, that the neck 
could be decorated in a number of ways. Because 
it had shoulders underneath and the head on top 
it was ideal for tying things around. Furthermore* 
because it often was stringy, or too fat. the more 
concealment the more beauty. 
The necktie as it is known today came into its 
own when long beards went out of style. By that 
time they had succeeded in getting grandpa to wear 
a collar on Sundays without whimpering, but he was 
dad-blasted if he’d put on a tie because it wouldn’t 
show under his beaver. 
But when they cut off the old boy's whiskers 
that paved the way for a tie. Grandmother made the 
first ones out of calico and gingham. That was the 
beginning of the necktie Industry. The end of the 
Industry, whatever anyone may say. is still a long 
way off. 
As tong aa there are necks, somebody will keep 
busy thinking up new ways to tie something around 
them, and a necktie by any other name would feel 
the same.
